In 1944, partly through the com- 


mittee's efforts, the Freedom to 
Work Constitutional Amendment 
was passed — the first right to 
work law in America. 


The amendment, No. 34 coupled 


with Enabling Act 101 of 1947, in- 
sures that a worker cannot be 
forced not to join a union, cannot 
be forced to pay union dues or 
other monetary considerations of 
a labor group. It also prohibits 
the closed shop and protects col- 
Tsctive bargining by organized and 
unorganized labor. 


The anti-violence act makes it 


unlawful to threaten a worker who 
does not join 
a strike, and it 


makes it unlawful to prevent a 
worker from remaining on the job 
during a strike. 


In 1946 the committee was in- 


corporated and became the Ar- 
kansas Free Enterprise Associa- 
tion. Since then it has collected 
and disseminated information con- 
cerning the rights of persons in- 
volved in free enterprise—be he 
businessman or laborer.

Talks to Ban 
Tests Result 
in Nothing

WASHINGTON (AP) — If you 


could 
go through a newspaper 


library's files on the talks about 
banning nuclear 
tests—day by 


day, back for years—you'd be be- 
wildered by the details and may- 
be sick from the result. 


The result^ has been nothing so 


far. 


But it's not only the lack of 


progress, or the jockeying, or the 
hair-splitting, or, particularly in 
the case of Russia, the switching 
around that is disturbing. 


Nor is recognizing the mutually 


profound distrust of the United 
States and Russia the most grisly 
part of the expedition through 
these old stories 
from Geneva 


where most of the American-Rus- 
sian talks were held. 


The most disturbing part is the 


realization that through all these 
years of talking—and even in the 
time it takes to go through the 
files—the two giants are straining 
to build even more terrible nu- 
clear strength. 


It would be nice td think the 


new hope President Kennedy held 
out Wednesday at his news con- 
ference—the possibility this coun- 
try can trim down its conditions 
for a 
test 
ban tresfty—might 


bring agreement at last1. 


But tine odds are against it in 


the record of failure and the al- 
most morbid, but realistic, tradi- 
tion of suspicion.' 


The two big powers can tell 


pretty well if either of them tests 
in the atmosphere or beyond. If 
that was all that was involved, 
apparently they could agree not 
to test and neither could cheat 
without the other's knowing. 


But the big sticking point is the 


sneaky underground tests. Both 
sides have instruments that can 
detect underground 
disturbances 


if they are beyond a certain mag- 
nitude. 


But on some kinds of under- 


ground rumbles the instruments 
seem not so sure. Yet, judging 
from what Kennedy said, this 
country has developed detection 
instruments more sensitive than 
anything in the past. 


As recently as April 1961 the 


United States and Russia at Gene- 
va 
reached 
complete disagree- 


ment on a test ban treaty. At that 
time the United States laid down 
demands for an inspection sys- 
tem. 


The, talks that year had actual- 


ly begun in 1958. At one point the 
Russians seemed to be saying 
they might consent to some in- 
spectors and listening posts on 
Russian soil. 


Then they reversed and said 


they opposed any foreign inspec- 
tion in Russia. For years they 
have argued inspectors are spies.
